Letiers from France by 
the Way of Switzeriand, give an Account, that the 
French Troops in {:erai Places on che Frontiers had 
committed Diforders for want of Fay, that their 
Officers couid not keep chem undet, and thac the 
Town- Major of Sc. Omer oppofing their Violences 
was kill’d. The Farmers ot .ne Gabcils having made 
Complaints, that the Soldiers vended Sali that bad 
not paid the Dury, it was found neceflary to poft 
Guards in feverai Places to put a ftop tothar Pra- 
Gtice: Part of a Regiment that mate a Trade of 
it, coming to Blows with.fome of chofe Guards on 
the Frontiers of Picardy,abour 30 Men were kiil’d on 
both Sides.Some Horfe that were quarte:’d in Meaux, 
had thePrciumptionte ftop a Collector who was carry- 
ing Money up to Paris, 2nd having taken fo much 
as they computed their Arrears come to, offer’d to 
guard the Collector with the reft to the tiexs Town 
where he was to change Carriage. This Licéntioul 
nefs, from whence proceeds Defertion, has octaf- 
on’d the fhutting the Gates betimes of the Towns 
that have Garrifons in them, and pofting Corps de 
Garde in the Avenues. "Tis further advis’d, that 
feveral Officers had openly declar’d, that unlefs they 
were paid their Arrears they would quit the Service, 
They write likewife from the Netherlands, that the 
Soldiers of the Garrifon of Aire in Artois, have 
lately pillag’d fome Houfes there for want of their 
Pay: And that thereupon many of the Officers 
have written to the Duke of Vendome, to defire him 
to get fome Money feni to the Troops, as the only 
Means to remedy thefe Diforders. 


Pars, March 5. An Exprefs has brought arp Ac- 
count, that the Duke of Orxleans arriv’d at Bayone 
the 29th paft, fo thac we may {oon bear of his Arri- 
rival at Madrid. The King of Spain defigns to fend 
% Battallions under Count Maboni to Sicily, and 
tis faid Count Albergotti will be fent-to command 
all the Forces on that Ifland. Confiderable Sums 
of Money are {ent to Flanders, for paying the Troops. 
Letters from Court, fay the King is about to treat 
with the Merchants of St. Malo, Marfeilles, and Ge- 
noa for a Loan of 40 Millions. MM. dez Marerz the 
new Comptroller-general of the Finances, takes 
great Pains to ingratiate him{elf with the King. He 
reprefented to his Majefty, that to raife the Credit 
of the Mint-bills, it was abfolutely neceffary to {uf- 

- fer them ro pafs according to their Tenour, and not 
to compell the People to take in thofe Bills a fourth 
Part of the Sums ftipulated to be payable in Specie 
on Bills of Exchange, promiffory Notes, or Bonds : 
The King approving his Advice, has publith’d an 
Arret accordingly, by which all Perfons are left at 
Liberty to take or refufe Mint-bills in part of Bills 
of Exchange and Notes thas are exprefly made pay- 


able in Gold or Silver in Specie. There is Reafon 
to hupe, thac by tbie Means Money will come to 
Circulate more frecly in Trade than it bas done of 
late. M. Andrefeiie will fpeedily be {ent with a good 
Sum ot Money to Milas, co difctharge the Debrs 
contracted by our Troops whilethcy were there and 
in the Mautnan. 


Hague, March 9. The famous Sanker M. Hu- 
giuetan baving per{waued the cideft Daugmer of 
the deceas'd M. Od)ck ro confentto Marry him, 
on his engaging to {cule upon u.z a Joymure of 
4000co Fiorins, the Banns of Matrimony were 
pubiith’d on Sunday lJaft the firt Time of three, 
according to the Ufage ot our reform’d Churches. 
The Vei-Marfhal Monfieur dAuverque:que being 
mov'd with ac the Choice his Niece 
had made ct a cdusband; fent Order to an Acior- 
ney to give in a Petition to the Court of Juftice, 
defiring chat @ Stop might be puc ro the furcher 
Publication of the Banus. ‘Lhe Reafons alledgd in 
his Letter to the Atiorncy, and which are recited 
inthe Petition, are the preventing the Scandal and 
Reproach his Niece would bring upon the Houfe of 
Naffau by matching with an infamous and criminal 
Bankrupt. The Court of Juftice have thereupon 
iffted a penal Mandate for ftopping further Proceed. 
ings. Within 15 Days M. d’Auverquerque muft 
produce in Form his Caufes of Impediment or Rea- 
fons for hindring the Martiage : And tho’ he be 
but the Uncie; yet if the Lady's two Brothers do 
not oppofe him, the Marriage will be prohibiced if 
thofe Reafons fhall be adjudg’d valid: But if they 
are found infufficient, the further publifhing the 
Banns and in Confequence the Marriage will 
be allow’d. The Loan to the States of the 
Circle of Swabia is fil’d; but che Money 
will not be deliverd, till the Infttument of Se- 
curity ftipulared to be given by thar Circle 
be tranfmitred hither§; and to Sign that Inftrumenr; 
the Deputies of the Srates of the faid Circle 
are fpeedily to meet in a general Affembly, or at 
leaft to the Number of 10 Deputies, which is term’d 
in that Country arfior Conventus. The civil Broils 
and Commotions that had for fome Time difturb’d 
the Tranquility of the Province of Gelderland, are 
at laft inuirely fupprefis’d : The States of that Pro- 
vince infifted, (among their other Demands of Sa- 
tisfa@tion from the City of Nimeghen, and which
